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DISPLAY METHODS WHICH HELP 
SOLVE HARDWARE PROBLEMS 


Simple Home-Made Schemes Which in a Measure Answer the Question 
“What Is the Matter with the Hardware Business?

ware publications has recently contained the 

following question: “What is the matter 
with the hardware business?” The answers which 
are published to this question cover a multitude of 
ills, discussed ably from the view points of writers’ 
personal experiences. In one of these answers a 
pertinent paragraph is to be noted which reads as 
follows: “The business of distributing hardware 
has moved forward a pace and we have lain supinely 
on our backs and let the trade drift into more 
aggressive hands.” 

If this writer has in mind the retailing methods 
which are still in vogue in many stores he sums 
the problem in a very few words which describe 
the situation exactly. 

It is a fact that cannot be questioned that the 
merchants who are aggressive are the ones who 
are complaining the least about any of the factors 
which affect their sales. Good window displays, 
clean stores, plain pricing of stock and careful buy- 
ing are all features which are being used and must 
be used to hold old trade and gain new. 


Ts question box of one of the monthly hard- 
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Increasing Cash Sales with Small Effort 

The manager of the house furnishing department 
of a large department store was standing in the 
store of a hardware merchant in Memphis, Tenn., 
one day this spring noting the arrangement of show 
cases and stock. He noticed a center aisle of about 
11 feet in width running straight through the store 
from front to back and remarked, “If I were to 
waste that much space my firm would never rest 
until it was filled with merchandise.” 

Sometime shortly afterward the hardware mer- 
chant placed in the center of this large aisle two 
silent salesmen built in accordance with drawing 
in our figure No. 1. 

The space underneath was left unshelved to avoid 
a collection of dirt and dust. This space was built 
to a hight, however, which would permit the sam- 
pling of ice cream freezers and the like for sum- 
mer, or oil heaters for winter trade. The stand 
was placed on a base about 3 inches from the floor 
to protect sampled articles from sweeping. The 
bins on both sides of the top were built about 2 
inches deep, 6 inches wide and 12 inches in length. 
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They were made sloping to display the articles to 
best. advantage. At the top of these bins a center 
rail three inches in hight was placed and on this 
rail large plain figure price cards were tacked show- 
ing the price of the various items displayed. Even 
the space at either end was used for show cards to 
call attention to other departments. The articles 
placed on sale in this display stand were taken 
from regular stock. They consisted of cheap 
butcher knives, paring knives, percolator tops, can 
openers, ice picks, in fact anything which would fit 
into the space and could be sold within the 25-cent 
limit. 

Those two display stands were the best silent 
salesmen in that house. They made cash sales time 
after time when a customer had turned to leave 
the store saying that he wanted nothing else. 

The articles were not put into the bins in their 
original packages, the method being to put a small 
number loose in the bins. One class of goods to 
the bin assured that the display would at all times 
be orderly. 

This is one answer to “What is the matter with 
the hardware business?” More methods of this 
kind could be used resulting in increased sales. Two

of the largest “Ten-Cent” stores in the city were 
located very close to this store, selling their cheaper 
goods, but business done by this display stand in- 
creased all the time. 

Some merchants may offer the objection that this 
example is taken from a large city. The same plan 
would be effective in a small one. It works for the 
“Ten Cent” store anywhere and will work for the 
hardware man anywhere. The city of Mattoon, II1., 
is credited with about 10,000 inhabitants. A dis- 
play case used by J. E. Pearse, a merchant of that 
town, was recently described in these pages. This 
man has a healthy growing business. Figure No. 
2 shows another display stand used by him. 

The top of a flat counter was arranged into bins 
similar to the one we have described. Underneath 
this top the counter is divided into two sections. 
The front, or aisle, side contains a number of small 
wooden boxes in which the retail screw stock is 
kept. Underneath this division is a larger space 
where the reserve stock of screws is stored. On the 
back the counter is arranged with ordinary shelves 
on which are carried the reserve stock of the items 
which are on display in the bins at top. This 
counter, as will be seen from the description, faces 
an aisle on one side and a working space for clerks 
on the other. It is another answer to the question 
of the hardware man’s troubles. 

In the city of Dubuque, Iowa, one of the sales- 
men in the store of W. B. Baumgartner questioned

regarding the success obtained from the use of a 
number of tables on which hardware was displayed 
stated that they had proven to be the best silent 
salesmen in the store. 

Speaking of a display rack which he termed a 
“camel-back”” Mr. Louis Lindenberg of the same 
city, a man of many years’ experience as both a

traveling hardware salesman and a retail merchant, 
said that he regarded it as an excellent method of 
showing goods. One of the salesmen in the same 
store stated that by placing samples of their line of 
oilers on a show case they were able to note im- 
mediate increase in sales. 

“Kaufmans,” a store in Anderson, Ind., which 
does a large hardware and mill supply business, 
selling only for cash except to mills, a firm which 
is reported to have done $80,000 in cash business 
in this comparatively small town last year, has 
every article in the store sampled and plainly 
priced. 

A merchant in Centralia, Ill., pointed to a floor 
case which displayed a complete line of plyers and 
stated that he had tripled his business in this line 
since the display was made. 

These are facts taken from the experiences of 
hardware merchants over a wide area, and in towns 
of varying sizes. The answer in all cases has been, 
more display, more sales. They are facts which 
merchants who are interested in meeting competi- 
tion and in increasing their sales should consider 
carefully. ; 

These methods will go far toward placing the 
hardware man in the rank of the “Aggressives,” 
and will do much to better conditions. One of the

ASSOCIATION OF THE CAROLINAS 


Merchants of the Carolinas Are Exceedingly Prosperous and Optimistic. 


Association of the Carolinas, which met in 

Raleigh, N. C., July 7 to 9, inclusive, was one 
of the most constructive meetings held in the his- 
tory of this great Southern association. 

Almost to a man the merchants of the Carolinas 
have enjoyed an exceptional year’s business, and 
their prosperity was reflected in the happy, whole- 
hearted manner in which they entered into the 
social and business activities of the Raleigh meet- 
ing, which convened in the Senate Chamber of the 
State Capitol Building, Tuesday morning, July 7. 


Address of Welcome 


After a fitting invocation the delegates were wel- 
comed to the State of North Carolina by the Hon. 
J. Bryan Grimes, Secretary of State, who spoke 
feelingly of the kindred ties of the Carolinas. By 
bonds of mutual interest the Carolinas have been 
bound closely together since colonial days, and Mr. 
Grimes spoke of the numerous occasions in which 
these sister states have come to one another’s re- 
lief in times of stress, ending with a review of the 
splendid behavior of Carolinas’ sons in the War of 
the Rebellion, in which North Carolina sacrificed 35 
per cent. of her military population, and South 
Carolina laid 22 per cent. of her military popula- 
tion on the altar of their convictions. 

Mayor James I. Johnson, on behalf of the City 
of Raleigh, then welcomed the delegates, and stated 
that “The walls of ancient days which made neces- 
sary the proverbial city ‘keys’ have disappeared; 
that these walls of stone have been replaced by a 
new wall which encircles such cities as Raleigh. 
This wall,” he continued, “is made up of educa- 
tional institutions, factories and homes into which 
you are all welcome.” 

Vice-President Withers, of the Chamber of Com- 
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merce of Raleigh, then extended the greetings of 
that organization, and made the visitors feel that 
they were still further welcomed. 


M. J. O’Neil Responds 


In behalf of the merchants of North Carolina, 
Maurice J. O’Neil responded in an address spark- 
ling with wit. Mr. O’Neil said, “That Raleigh pro- 
duced many things of commercial value, but that to 
him it was something more than a great commer- 
cial city, because he knew from personal experience 
that the North Carolina capital produced the best 
wives in the world.” In closing his remarks, Mr. 
O’Neil summarized the membership in the hard- 
ware association, and divided it between the two 
states as follows:

L. C. Craig and H. M. Owsley Speak for South Carolina 
and Associate Members 


L. C. Craig, of Greenwood, S. C., then responded 
in behalf of the South Carolina merchants. Mr. 
Craig brought to the attention of his fellow Car- 
olinans that South Carolina was the first colony to 
revolt against English rule; that it was the first 
state to secede from the Union, and that it was the 
place where the first meeting of the hardware asso- 
ciation of the Carolinas was held. 

Mr. Craig also stated in his address that to the 
Carolinas belonged the glory of the first enlisted 
Confederate soldier to fall in the War of the Rebel- 
lion, and a similar honor in the war with Spain. 
He referred to the splendid memorial monuments 
erected to these brave sons on the grounds of the 
capitol from which he was speaking. 

H. M. Owsley, sales manager of the Shapleigh 
Hardware Company, St. Louis, then responded to 
the addresses of welcome in behalf of the associate 
members. There is probably no better known or 
more popular man in the South than Harry Owsley, 
and the splendid tribute he paid to the progressive 
spirit which is forcing the Southern states to com- 
mercial recognition was received with bursts of 
applause. 
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Record-Breaking Business for Ensuing Year Confidently Anticipated. 


Mr. Owsley reviewed the imperative duties of the 
traveling man in such a manner as to show some of 
the thorns that hide beneath the roses of the smile 
that always comes with the “Knight of the Grip.” 
He then told many of the amusing incidents of his 
early travels in the South, and ended with the story 
of the group of traveling men who waited at the 
Cross Corner Hotel for a delayed dinner which they 
knew was going to be 90, 10, 10 and 5 below the 
quality of the average meal. A long, lazy- flea- 
infested hound pup stretched himself across one 
end of the hotel veranda, and when the colored boy 
rang the dinner bell this dog raised on his haunches 
and emitted a long dismal howl. An old traveling 
man, who had risen at the same time, threw a chair 
at the dog, as he said: “What the devil are you 
howling for—you ain’t got to eat it?” 

Following Mr. Owsley’s remarks, Frank Cassell, 
sales manager for the Belknap Hardware Company 
of Louisville, spoke of the bottled sunshine of the 
South, after which Alvin Smith, of Richmond, Va., 
and Roy F. Soule, editor of HARDWARE AGE, re- 
sponded to requests to address the ladies of the 
convention. These gentlemen both left the im- 
pression that they would welcome the day when 
woman suffrage takes a hand in political matters, 
as the business woman has already done in commer- 
cial affairs. 

The meeting then adjourned, and an informal 
reception to members and visitors was held. 

At the meeting Tuesday afternoon 30 new mem- 
bers were elected to the privileges of the Carolina 
Association, after which Roy F. Soule, editor of 
HARDWARE AGE, addressed the convention on points 
of contact. Mr. Soule’s address covered a great 
variety of subjects pertaining to the hardware busi- 
ness with which he has come in contact in his visits 
to hardware merchants in practically every state in

Tuesday evening a splendid re- 
ception was extended to the hardware merchants 
at the Yarborough Hotel, and the day was closed 
with a dancing party, at which some of the oldest 
and most staid members of the association demon- 
strated that the modern dances held no fears for 
them. 


President Otis Green’s Address Reflects the Prosperity 
of the Carolinas 


Wednesday morning President Otis H. Green de- 
livered his presidential address, which made up in 
meat what it lacked in length. Mr. Green’s address 
is a splendid example of brevity, optimism, enthusi- 
asm and good cheer, and reflects the prosperity of 
the Carolinas at the present time. He spoke as 
follows: 

“TI am proud to be a member of an association 
composed of such active and progressive merchants. 

“I am mighty glad to say that the affairs of this 
association are all in a good healthy state, as will 
be shown by the report of our secretary and treas- 
urer. Our committees have all been active and 
much good has been accomplished for the members. 

“My Brothers, I feel that we are greatly blessed 
by living in the most progressive age this country 
has ever known. Just think of the great progress 
that has been made in the past few years in the way 
of new inventions which help us to carry on our 
business with greater ease. I might go on and 
enumerate these great inventions, but it would be 
superfiuous, for most of us are using and enjoying 
many of these inventions in our own business. 
This enables us to keep strides with the great prog- 
ress and prosperity that is sweeping over our coun- 
try today, and while there is some uneasiness and 
unrest in some parts of our country, I want to say 
that it is not felt in the grand old states of North 
and South Carolina. 

“After talking with many of the members of 
this association I am mighty glad I can stand before 
you today, and truthfully say that every member 
of this association reports prosperous times from 
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their communities. Here in the grandest and best 
states of our Union, business is good, crops are 
good, and the sound of the hammer and saw on 
every hand make sweet music to the hardware man’s 
ears. The greatest wheat and corn crop we have 
ever seen makes the farmer smile for joy, and we 
have no time or inclination to listen to the calamity 
howler, We are too busy supplying the farmer with 
the latest and best tools with which to make and 
save this great crop; we are too busy furnishing the 
timberman and lumberman tools to convert great | 
forests into lumber; we are too busy furnishing the 
carpenters and mechanics with the latest and best 
tools to convert this lumber into buildings, yea, we 
are too busy furnishing the factories with new and 
improved machinery to run away from the great 
‘scare crow,’ the ‘Mail Order House Competition’ ; 
we are too busy to wait for the jobber and manu- 
facturer to fall into line on prices; all we have to 
do is to show them our fat orders with the ready 
cash and they are only too glad to give us their 
extreme prices. My Brothers! do not make bills 
you cannot discount and you will have no trouble 
in getting the right price on goods. 

“T do not find in my business that price is always 
the greatest consideration, occasionally we miss a 
sale because someone thinks he can buy cheaper 
elsewhere. What I do find the paramount considera- 
tion in these busy times is ‘service.’ My custom- 
ers want to be waited on immediately, the goods 
delivered instanter, and usually with the privilege 
of returning and having their money cheerfully re- 
funded if not satisfactory for any reason on earth, 
all of this we try to do and find that it pays us 
well to try to meet their ideas on this subject.” 


Secretary Dixon’s Report Shows Effective Work 


T. W. Dixon, secretary, then submitted his an- 
nual report, which is in part as follows: 

“Brevity is said to be the ‘soul of wit,’ and while 
not anxious to acquire a reputation of that sort, I 
prefer to risk this possibility, rather than that of 
tiring you with a long report in this sweltering 
weather. 

“Running rapidly over the events of the past 
twelve months, your secretary has followed the 
usual custom, and has given as much of his time 
to the annual canvass and visiting the members as 
his other duties and the state of. our finances would 
permit, with the result that we have added thirty 
new active members to our list, and have increased 
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our insurance more than twelve thousand dollars 
per month. 

“This convention marks the tenth milestone in 
the life and history of the Hardware Association of 
the Carolinas, and a brief summary of the past 
should not be without interest. Organized at 
Columbia, 8S. C., in 1905, with a membership of 
twenty, we have grown to be a pretty lusty youth, 
with a membership of three hundred and twenty, 
and you will please note, that, of the twenty charter 
members, sixteen of them are still members, which 
is a record that I do not believe can be duplicated, 
and they are now among our most active members. 

“The total number of hardware dealers in the 
two Carolinas is about five hundred, and while we 
are gratified to have sixty-five per cent. of them on 
our roster, we will not be satisfied until we have 
at least eighty per cent., putting us in the ‘four 
hundred’ class, which is supposed to be the goal of 
all high society. 

“We get out of every organization to which we 
belong just what we put into it, but always with 
compound interest. No one ever tried to help an- 
other, but what in so doing he helped himself. I, 
for one, am thoroughly convinced that the conven- 
tion alone, with its opportunities for broadening 
our horizon by the exchange of ideas, its social 
intercourse, its entertainment features, the oppor- 
tunity for studying the exhibits and meeting the 
manufacturers, jobbers, their agents and repre- 
sentatives face to face, all these and the many other 
things that might be mentioned make the associa- 
tion worth many times the annual cost. 

“To those of you who always want and expect a 
‘Quid pro quo,’ there is no investment you can 
make that will be productive of greater returns for 
the small outlay. Our freight auditor, Mr. W. L. 
Gilbert, of Statesville, N. C., has saved the Carolina 
hardware dealer four or five thousand dollars in the 
last year. Your insurance company will return to 
the policy holders in 1914 over two thousand dollars, 
and this is just an ‘earnest’ of what can be done if 
we will use the association for what is it worth. 
Possibly you are saying we might have these with- 
out the association. Yes, it is possible, but not very 
probable, and certainly not the insurance company. 
At the risk of creating in your minds a suspicion 
that the secretary thinks he is not earning his sal- 
ary, I am going to submit a question for your con- 
sideration, and am going to answer the question 
myself by asking a few others. 

“How can the secretary’s office be made more 
servicable? 

“Should we establish a collecting agency? Should 
we establish an employment bureau? Should we 
conduct an exchange bureau? 

“Wouldn’t it be a good plan for everybody to send 
our office a record of occasions, when they are vic- 
timized ? 
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“Wouldn’t it be a good plan to investigate 
through the state office or the national office all 
schemes about which you are in doubt? Associa- 
tions are useful just in proportion as they are help- 
ful. 

“All of these things are being tried out by a num- 
ber of state associations with good success, and 
they should have your careful consideration. Their 
adoption would, of course, require additional office 
force. Will they be worth the cost? My answer is 
yes, if properly patronized.” , 

The secretary’s report was promptly accepted and 
after many expressions of appreciation a rising 
vote of thanks was extended to him for his untiring 
efforts in behalf of the association during the past 
year. 


Association Freight Auditor Secures $5,000 for His 
Clients 


W. L. Gilbert, official freight auditor for the asso- 
ciation, then submitted his report, which shows 
that energetically following up just freight claims 
is a business in itself. Mr. Gilbert has saved the 
members of the association nearly $5,000 by his ef- 
fective work during the past twelve months. His 
report was as follows: 

“About four years ago I began to realize that 
the railway companies were overcharging their pa- 
trons to a large extent, and I opened a traffic bureau 
to check freight receipts. 

“Among my clients were some hardware mer- 
chants, who suggested that I attend the meeting of 
the association that was to be held at the Isle of 
Palms, which I did two years ago. 

“After explaining the situation to the dealers 
there represented and they had discussed the ques- 
tion, they unanimously elected me their freigh® 
auditor and urged all of their members to send me 
their bills for verification. 

“The greatest difficulty I experienced was to im- 
press on the dealers the necessity of saving their 
bills of-lading. Most of them looked on these as 
scrap paper and destroyed them as soon as they 
came in, but a large number have begun to see the 
necessity of saving this document, and it is valu- 
able. For instance, one of the hardware dealers 
sent me his bills without the bills of lading. I 
checked through them as best I could, and found a 
large number of errors that were apparent with 
nothing but the freight receipt, but there were a 
few that looked as if there was an overcharge on 
them, but I could not be sure, and requested that 
he send me bills of lading to cover those few. He 
then sent me bills of lading for all his freight re- 
ceipts, and after considering the matter, I decided 
to try an experiment and rechecked the entire lot 
with the bills of lading. On the second check I 
found a little over twice the amount of errors I was 
able to locate on the first check without the bills of

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lading. So it demonstrated the fact that it pays to 
save bills of lading. 

“My proposition to the association was to collect 
on strictly a commission basis, making no charge 
unless I found overcharges, and with only one ex- 
ception (and this was a very small batch of bills) 
have I failed to locate errors to a greater or lesser 
extent. 

“The amount of the overcharges I collect for 
different clients varies largely; the size of the place 
has nothing to do with it. Some of the largest col- 
lections I have made were for men located in the 
smaller places. 

“T have now 50 per cent. of the hardware men of 
the two Carolinas sending me their bills regularly, 
and I hope that ere long they will practically all do 
this. It costs them nothing unless they first receive 
the money to pay me with. 

“The money that I get for them is money that 
they have no knowledge of, and for this reason is 
just what one of my clients said about it, it’s just 
like finding money in the road. 

“During the time that I have been connected with 
the association I have collected from the railway 
companies thousands of dollars that were to all in- 
tents and purposes lost, so that every cent they have 
received has been clear profit to them, they having 
based their selling price on the actual cost of ‘the 
article plus the freight charges they paid. 

“More than a year ago, I was made a very flat- 
tering offer by one of the railway companies to work 
for them, but declined, deciding to stay with my 
friends. 

“During the past year there have been rapid ad- 
vances made in the concessions given to the people 
of the two Carolinas in the matter of freight rates, 
and if this matter is not allowed to drop there will 
be more and better rates made than have been done 
yet, putting our shippers and receivers of freight 
on a parity with any other section of the country, 
something that has not been the case heretofore. 

“I want to mention one fact that should always 
be borne in mind: The overcharges of the railway 
companies are not made intentionally; they are 
simply errors, and made by men who reap no ben- 
efit from them, either directly or indirectly. In a 
majority of cases they are caused by wrong classi- 
fications being used. 

“Each of the railway companies has a man whose, 
duty it is to see that the railway companies do not 
undercharge a shipment, and this is closely 
watched, but it is not his duty to find the over- 
charges. This is the duty of the dealer, and as the 
dealer cannot be well enough versed in freight rates 
and classifications, it is necessary for his protec- 
tion to have the bills audited. 

“An overcharge is collectible, within three years. 
It comes under the head of an open account. After 
this time it is barred by the statute of limitations.” 

C. T. Woodard, vice-president of the National 
Retail Hardware Association, was then introduced 
and addressed the hardware merchants on the ac- 
tivities of the national body. 

Mr. Woodard warned the Carolina dealers against 
some of the retailers’ catalog schemes which are 
being injected into the South by Chicago houses, 
and advised them to be extremely chary about buy- 
ing the service these unscrupulous concerns offer. 

He also said that he had been requested by Pres- 
ident Mitchell of the National Association, to state 
“that the ‘Pink Sheets of the Bulletin’ would be 
continued in the near future.” This announce- 
ment caused considerable surprise and evidences a 
change of heart since the election at the last 
national convention. Previous to that time a ma- 
jority of the members of the national executive 
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committee felt that it would be unwise to continue 
the “Pink Sheets.” It is probable that conditions 
have arisen that have made those who direct the 
affairs of the national to feel that a service can be 
rendered by this method. 


The Insurance Meeting 


Thursday’s meeting was given over to the mutual 
fire insurance department of the association and 
President W. W. Watt of the Mutual Insurance 
Company presided. After reviewing the work of 
the company, which shows unusual activity and 
prosperity, President Watt introduced the Hon. 
James R. Young, Fire Commissioner of North 
Carolina, who delivered a very able address on 
“Fire Insurance Common Sense.” 

His address, which is of national interest, will be 
in the next issue of HARDWARE AGE. 

U. B. Blalock, A. R. Craig and T. W. Dixon were 
unanimously elected to succeed themselves as 
directors of the insurance association and with the 
other officers were extended a vote of thanks for the 
service rendered the association.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT 


Meet the President Half Way 


T is easier to tear down than it is to build 
up. A wrecker does not take the future 
into consideration as a builder must. _The 

man who dismantles an old structure is not as 
careful nor as criticized as he who builds a new 
edifice on the old site. 

If the plans of the new building are distaste- 
ful to you, your protest is made to the architect 
and not to the foreman in charge of the car- 
penters, for you know that the carpenters are 
working to the plans the architect has pro- 
duced. If those plans are full of blunders, and 
the building looks like an architectural misfit, 
your common sense tells you that the architect 
and not the carpenter is to blame. 

Two years ago we elected a new President 
of the United States. A political majority 
thought Woodrow Wilson thoroughly capable 
of interpreting the wishes of the American 
people. 

It is a regrettable fact, however, that the 
master builder is held accountable in the minds 
of many citizens for every error made by those 
draftsmen:in the Senate and in Congress who 
produce vast volumes of bills, some of which 
become laws. 

Most Congressmen and most Senators are 
extremely jealous of their jobs. Most of the 
bills they present to their respective bodies are 
composed without consulting the President, 
or anyone else who might in any way share 
the glory that each Bill Architect thinks will 
be his. Yet some newspapers and many street 
corner orators are loud in their denunciation 
of the President every time a Senator or a 
Congressman of the Democratic party plods his 
way into the quagmire of amateur lawmaking. 
Most bills pass both houses before the President 
gets a chance to criticise them. 

We should remember that the great Ameri- 
can people are the architects, Congressmen and 
Senators are our draftsmen, and the President 
is the carpenter. | 

President Wilson inherited a very healthy 
revolution on our Southern border. He was 
undoubtedly as sorry to take it as Mr. Taft 
was glad to be rid of it, but it was there and it 
grew greater and greater until the Vera Cruz 
climax brought us to the verge of war. Presi- 
dent Wilson has won the love and admiration 
of the entire American people, because his cool 
head averted that dire calamity, and his act 
will probably never be fully appreciated until 
posterity places it among the great accomplish- 
ments of the age. 

There has undoubtedly been a world of busi- 
ness legislation during the past two years, but 
there have also been unearthed enough business 
scandals to justify a few more laws to meet

Making Courtesy a Twenty-four 
Hour Habit 


N merchandising in the big cities a great 
deal of money is being spent nowadays to 
make courtesy a twenty-four hour habit. 

Shrewd men in great enterprises have come to 
see that the pleasant word, the interested atten- 
tion, and all that goes a little beyond the ordi- 
nary is a most important factor in making 
sales, no matter if the article be bonds or 
brooms. 

The big merchant and the great corporation 
have no monopoly on courtesy. The small re- 
tailer can make it a part of his stock and use 
it to even greater profit. The small store 
knows all its customers, while the big one is 
acquainted with few or none. In fact, courtesy 
is more essential in a two-or-three- man estab- 
lishment than it is in one where four or five 
thousand persons are employed. In the latter 
the very size of the place attracts a certain 


volume of trade, and if a percentage of the 


clerks are discourteous the general effect on the 
trade is not noticeable. 

Courtesy does not consist in being ordinarily 
agreeable or in not being rude. Courtesy is 
not politeness. A person may be extremely 
aggravating and yet be perfectly polite. True 
courtesy is founded on an unfaltering thought- 
fulness and obligingness that is born of a per- 
sonal interest in the work in hand and in the 
person or persons for whom it is being done. 

There is a hardware store in a small city in 
the Middle West that is more than. locally 
famous. Traveling men go out of their way to 
call there, and customers save up their orders 
and travel many miles to trade at this store. It 
is not a large place, and its stock is no better 
than that of many other first-class stores of 
the same size. But its owner is one of the most 
courteous men that ever walked. He has taught 
his clerks the same habit. When one enters the 
door he senses instantly the atmosphere of the 
place. It is a concrete example of Mr. Car- 
negie’s characterization of the courteous man: 

“One who sweetens sordid business dealings 
by the amiability of his manners.”

What steps 
are you prepared

Government money in the banks to assist in moving 
the crops. On June 29 a letter was sent to the 
President of each of the seventy-five hundred na- 
tional banks in the country, asking if he expected 
any unusual demand in his locality for money dur- 
ing the next six months; if so, for what purposes, 
and in what month it would be most needed. The 
replies will enable the department to determine in- 
telligently what assistance is required. 

It is my purpose to deposit Government funds, 
not only to move the crops, but to help every kind 
of legitimate business in every section of the 
country where I am convinced that assistance is 
necessary or desirable. 

This will be done in a sane and rational way with 
due regard to conditions and not improvidently. 
In spite of partisan statements to the contrary, this 
Administration has done more directly to help the 
farmers and business generally by using Treasury 
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greenbacks.

Federal Reserve 
System Soon in 
Operation 


Do you expect the new Federal reserve banking 
system will be in full operation in time to facilitate 
the crop movement? 

Answer—The new Federal reserve banks should 
be in operation in time to materially help the crop 
movement. Whether they are or not the Treasury 
is ready and can extend all the aid that may be 
needed. The financial condition of the country is 
so exceptionally sound now and’ money is so easy 
that no concern whatever need be felt about the 
immediate future. You have not heard this year, 
for the first time in many years, anything about 
tight money this fall or any expressed fear of in- 
ability to handle the big crops that are in pros- 
pect. 

The Federal reserve banks will be ready for 
business much sooner than expected. An immense 
amount of work has been done that does not ap- 
pear on the surface. When the Federal Reserve 
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Board organizes it will find comprehensive infor- 
mation, collected and prepared by the Reserve 
Bank Organization Committee, and reports made 
by a committee of experts, composed of H. Parker 
Willis, Chairman; Edmund D. Fisher, Andrew A. 
Benton, A. Howard Wolfe, Joseph A. Broderick, 
Ralph Dawson and Stephen H. Farnham of New 
York, on a system of uniform accounting, clearing 
house functions, commercial paper, etc. Also 
briefs from important clearing houses and com- 
mercial bodies on the definition of commercial 
paper. The Reserve Board will be able to get 
down to business quickly and expedite the final 
steps in the organization of the banks. 

Commercial Paper as Collateral for Government 

Deposits 

It has been stated that you will be willing this 
year to accept commercial paper as collateral for 
Government deposits in the banks. Will the failure 
of the Claflin Company, with its great quantity of 
unredeemed paper in the hands of the banks, be 
likely to restrain you in any way in carrying out 
this policy ? 

Answer—tThe Claflin failure will not deter me 
from again accepting commercial paper as security 
for Government deposits. All paper accepted by 
the Government is passed upon by a Clearing 
House Committee in each city and a special repre- 
sentative of the Government. And, in addition, 
each piece of paper must be indorsed by the bank 
offering it. So the Government has not only all 
the assets of the bank behind the paper, but the 
responsibility of the makers themselves. Last 
year the Treasury deposited $37,386,000 almost 
wholly against this kind of paper. Every dollar 
was paid back to the Treasury on April 2, 1914, 
and the Government received as profit, at 2 per 
cent. interest, $267,844.51. 

The Claflin failure, by the way, simply proves 
all over again what has been proved thousands of 
times before—the futility of overexpansion. 
Neither tariff laws nor alleged depression were 
responsible for that failure. It is the old familiar 
cry of “biting off more than you can chew.” It 
also proves the economic fallacy of too much con- 
solidation. The combination of thirty retail stores 
in as many separated cities got beyond the avail- 
able capital of the mother concern and also be- 
yond the “limits of efficiency.” 


Will It Prevent Panics? 


When the Federal Reserve Association is in work- 
ing order do you believe that it will prevent panics ? 

Answer—Assuming wise administration, and 
that, I think, is certain, the new system ought to 
prove a successful preventive of financial panics. 
And why shouldn’t we assume “wise administra- 
tion” of the system? The able American mind is 
not yet obsolete and patriotism is not yet dead! 
There is abundant material to draw from, not only 
for members of the Federal Reserve Board, but 
also for directors of the Federal reserve banks. 
We are usually the slowest people on earth to cor- 
rect our own abuses, but when we once begin the 
job we generally do it thoroughly. 

We have been trying without avail for almost 
half a century to reform our banking laws, and 
then, all of a sudden, we woke up and put upon 
the statute books the most far-reaching and bene- 
ficial piece of legislation since the National Bank 
act. 

I look forward to a wonderful period of finan- 
cial stability, with its inevitable complement of 
undisturbed confidence, and to an era of un- 
equalled prosperity for this country under the 
new Federal reserve system. 
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The provisions of the law, which permit our 
banks to establish foreign branches, together with 
our new tariff law, will contribute beyond the ex- 
pectations of even intelligently optimistic men to 
the expansion of American trade and commerce. 
A big foreign trade will, of itself, tend greatly to 
stabilize our domestic trade and make extremes 
of business depression at home far less possible. 
Our foreign trade has always been restrained by 
unwise tariff laws and a lack of American bank- 
ing facilities. The new laws have removed these 
obstacles. 

What Created Business Depression 


Do you believe there is any truth in the rumor 
that there has been a deliberate conspiracy on the 
port of a certain group of financiers, politically op- 
posed to the Administration, to create business de- 
pression? 

Answer—No, I would not say that. It would be 
fairer to say that there has been a systematic at- 
tempt, ‘politically organized, to make the country 
believe that there is a serious business depression. 
All the “divine right” and “vested right” interests 
and most of the big financiers are allied with the 
political opposition to the Democratic party and 
are helping the calamity campaign all they can. 
By “divine right” interests I mean those who, be- 
cause of their wealth, education, social standing 
and acquired or inherited leadership of great en- 
terprises, believe that they have superior rights 
and are entitled to be left undisturbed. They re- 
sent any sort of change or governmental regula- 
tion or control. You may remember that a certain 
anthracite coal magnate some years ago assumed 
that attitude when the great coal strike was on. 
By “vested right” interests I mean those who have 
been long intrenched in “privilege” through favor- 
ing tariff laws and every sort of governmental 
bounty, and who consider any interference with 
their “privileges” an invasion of sacred rights. 
Then we have the soreheads and chronic kickers 
and Pharisees who are always against an Admin- 
istration they cannot control. 

These elements, not so much by concert of ac- 
tion as by common sympathy, have united in a 
drive against the Administration. They have pro- 
duced the “psychology” of the situation, which, 
operating upon a time of the year when business, 
for perfectly normal reasons is usually below par, 
has produced a certain amount of hysteria in shal- 
low minds and a certain amount of fear in timid 
souls. But on the whole little has been accom- 
plished. Every day their gloomy prophecies are 
being dispelled by facts and the steady advance 
of business prosperity. Crops—prodigious crops 
—are beginning to move and business stimulation 
is already reported from nearly every section of 
the country. We are going to have a splendidly 
prosperous fall season. 


Surplus in Treasurer 


As evidence of the conscienceless efforts to cre- 
ate uneasiness I need only call attention to the 
solemn predictions made on the floor of Congress 
a short time ago by certain Republican leaders 
that the United States Treasury was piling up a 
huge deficit and that the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury would soon issue Government bonds. How 
thoroughly they are discredited! The Treasury 
statement issued July 1 shows that the fiscal year 
closed with a surplus of $33,784,452.07. This 
amount and $1,000,000 more was spent on the 
Panama Canal, but that is for property bought 
and paid for, and is an asset, not a deficit. And 
an issue of Government bonds is not in sight! In 
fact one cannot be discovered with a telescope, 
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much less with the oversensitive obliquity of vis- 
ion of our highly excitable political opponents. 


No Alarm About Gold Exports 


Is it true that you have, at any time, felt any 
apprehension about the gold exports? 

Answer—No, not the slightest. On the con- 
trary, I have regarded the gold exports as a benefit 
to this country, because we could spare the gold 
and the exports have secured the foreign financial 
situation. International finance is so intimately 
related these days that a cataclysm in England, 
France, Germany or any other important country 
reacts injuriously and directly upon our domestic 
situation. In time of European trouble, American 
securities are always sold first because there is a 
ready market for them. At such times there may 
be a sudden unloading on our market of large vol- 
umes of bonds and stocks, which is always de- 
pressing and hurtful. If we can let Europe have 
gold when she needs it and we don’t, and thus con- 
serve the general situation, it protects us. The 
present movement has not hurt us in the least. If 
the papers and political partisans didn’t make a 
noise about it, as little would have been heard of 
it as has been felt of it, and that is nothing. 

When the Federal reserve banks are in full op- 


eration they can exercise a material influence upon - 


gold imports and exports and furnish a large meas- 
ure of protection to our gold reserve, if the need 
at any time arises. 


Gold Holdings Have Increased 


Have the gold holdings of the Treasury increased 
or decreased during the gold export movement? 

Answer—They have increased. July 1, 1913, the 
total stock of gold in the country was $1,866,- 
619,157. July 1, 1914, the total stock of gold in 
the country (after deducting all exports during the 
year) was $1,892,154,731, showing an actual in- 
crease in the total stock of gold for the year of 
$25,535,574. Not only was there a gain during the 
fiscal year in the total stock of gold in the country, 
but there was a gain of $17,363,237 in the amount 
of gold in the Treasury. 


Gold Imports, $65,232,067 


Since January 1 the gold shipments from the port 
of New York to Paris, London and Berlin amounted 
to $78,000,000. Does this imply that the balance of 
trade between this country and Europe is no longer 
in our favor by reason of foreign competition? 

Answer—No, it certainly is not due to foreign 
competition. I believe that the gold exports since 
January 1, which, by the way, have been abnor- 
mal only in the month of June, do not necessarily 
indicate that the actual balance of trade is against 
this country. They are due principally to the 
constant sale, for several months, by European 
holders, of American securities. The total ex- 
ports of gold for the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1914, were $112,432,165, whereas the imports of 
gold for the same year (June estimated) were 
$65,232,067, so that the net exports of gold for the 
entire fiscal year just ended were only $47,200,098. 
This is a bagatelle so far as affecting the strength 
of our position is concerned, and has no particular 
significance. For the same fiscal year, as already 
stated, our total stock of gold, in spite of these ex- 
ports, increased $25,535,574. I want to call atten- 
tion particularly to the $65,232,067 of gold im- 
ported during the year. This is, at least, a very 
tidy amount, but very little is ever heard of gold 
imports, whereas gold exports are played up furi- 
ously. Why? Because gold imports are not palat- 
able to the calamity howler and it suits his pur- 
pose best to suppress all knowledge of them. 
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Crops Will Create Huge Balances in Our Favor 


Do present indications point to a return flow when 
the grain and commodity export season is in full 
swing ? : 

Answer—Yes, there is no doubt that we shall 
be able to import gold in the fall if we want to. 
The marketing of our crops must necessarily cre- 
ate huge balances in our favor. Gold imports do 
not, however, always follow because the balance 
of trade is in our favor. If our credits can be 
more profitably employed in Europe they will re- 
main there until such time as they can be more 
profitably employed at home. Then they will be 
recalled and gold imports will naturally follow. 


The Gold Behind the Greenbacks 


With the abolition of the endless chain greenback 
system will there be any danger in the future of a 
gold outflow in sufficient volume to be a serious men- 
ace to the Treasury holdings of specie? 

Answer—tThere is no danger now of any such 
gold outflow as will menace the Treasury’s hold- 
ings of specie. The “endless chain greenback” is 
practically a thing of the past. Your question im- 
plies the existence of a fear which the American 
people inherited from the experience of the last 
Cleveland Administration, more than twenty years 
ago. At that time the conditions were essentially 
different. Then we had only a small and depleted 
gold reserve behind the greenbacks; now we have 
$150,000,000 of gold behind the greenbacks. More- 
over, the country’s total stock of gold at that time 
was relatively small, only about $500,000,000. 
Now we have the greatest stock of gold of any 
nation on earth, namely, $1,892,154,731, of which 
we hold in the Treasury of the United States 
$1,276,581,594.. When gold is withdrawn for ex- 
port it is usually upon presentation of gold certi- 
ficates, against which there is 100 -per cent. of 
gold on deposit in the Treasury. The amount of 
greenbacks presented is relatively small. 

I consider the position of the Treasury and of 
the country impregnable so far as gold is con- 
cerned. Moreover, our stock of gold is increasing 
each year, not only through domestic production, 
which is large, but also through the constant in- 
crease in the wealth of the nation. 

We have only $349,120,016 of greenbacks and 
Treasury notes outstanding, against which we 
have a gold reserve of $150,000,000. We shall in 
time get a 100 per cent. of gold behind the green- 
backs, provided the surplus earnings of the Fed- 
eral reserve banks shall be used as the act author- 
izes, “to supplement the gold reserve held against 
outstanding United States notes.” This is a very 
wise provision of the law. 


Paying Debts or Lending Money 


It has been claimed that the present outflow of 
gold has been due to the unfavorable balance of 
trade, as well as to the enormous expenditures of 
American tourists in Europe during this season of 
the year. Is it also true that, because of the rail- 
road and other Wall street scandals, Europe has 
been sending American securities back to us in enor- 
mous volume, and that the gold shipments, to a great 
degree, represent liquidation of the indebtedness 
thus created? 

Answer—The outflow of gold at any time shows 
that we are either paying our debts abroad or that 
we are lending money abroad. If we are paying 
debts, they may represent either imported goods, 
expenditures of American tourists, or the purchase 
of American securities which have been sent back 
to this country. As before stated, I think that the 
principal cause for the recent exports of gold is 
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the sale of American securities by European hold- 
ers who need the money and have found that they 
could get gold more advantageously by that means 
than by any other. Europe has simply needed gold 
which we could easily spare, and she has got it by 
paying for it in one form or another, either by the 
sale of our securities at prices which attracted 
American purchasers, or by borrowing from us at 
interest rates which are profitable to American 
lenders. 


Much Depression Traced to the Railroads 


What, in your opinion, is the cause of the present 
depressed state of business, which has reduced the 
operating capacity of steel and other trades and 
thrown many people out of employment. 

Answer—Business depression has been grossly 
exaggerated. The Treasury Department touches 
intimately business in all parts of the country, es- 
pecially the banking business of the country. The 
reports which have come to me from many reliable 
and well informed sources convince me that the 
chief depression exists in those industries and 
businesses which are dependent largely upon the 
railways for orders. There is no doubt about the 
fact that the railroads have withheld orders for 
supplies and have deferred maintenance of way 
and equipment to the utmost possible extent for 
the past six months. I don’t say that this is il- 
legitimate. They have been suffering from re- 
duced earnings during this period and caution 
would induce many of them to proceed slowly, but 
the greatest impelling motive undoubtedly has 
been their desire to make as few commitments as 
possible until the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion has rendered its decision on their application 
for increase in rates. An examination of the re- 
ports of the railroads as to maintenance of way, 
equipment, etc., during this period would undoubt- 
edly verify these conclusions. It is to be hoped 
that the rate decision will soon be made. Whether 
the increase is granted or not, the railroads ought 
to know as quickly as possible the basis upon 
which they are to proceed. 

There has been a decided improvement in the 
steel business and its allied interests in the last 
few weeks. The United States Steel Corporation 
reports an increase in orders of 34,697 tons in 
June over May. I am confident that this improve- 
ment is going to continue; there is every reason 
why it should. The crop movement already begun 
is demanding the employment of idle cars. On 
June 1 the number of idle cars in the country was 
242.572. On July 1, one month later, 21,697 of 
these idle cars had been put into service. It 
should be borne in mind in this connection that 
207,000 freight cars were actually built during the 
calendar year 1913. 

This large addition to the rolling stock of the 
railroads may account, in part, for the 220,875 
freight cars reported as being idle on the first day 
of July. Before the fall crop movement is ended 
these idle cars will be upon the rails moving the 
crops from the farms to the markets and carrying 
commodities from sellers to buyers. 


New Tariff Has Not Adversely Affected American 
Industries 


Has the lowering of tariff duties by the present 
Administration been instrumental in any way in 
bringing about the depression? 

Answer—No; I have been unable to discover 
how the new tariff has adversely affected Ameri- 
can industries or American interests, and I do 
not believe that any one can show it. It is per- 
fectly clear, however, that the falling off in our 
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exports for April and May, 1914, as compared with 
the same months of 1913, reflects the well known 
business depression in those foreign countries 
which are our best customers, and demonstrates 
the shortage of foodstuffs at home, which reduced 
our usual exportations of those articles. 

This shortage resulted from the poor crops of 
last year. An analysis of our imports, which in- 
creased for April and May, 1914, over the same 
months of 1913, shows that the great bulk of them 
comprise articles that do not compete with our 
manufacturers. Many of them were on the free 
list of the old tariff act and remain so under the 
present tariff, such, for instance, as coffee, cotton, 
fertilizers, fibers, hides and skins, india rubber, 
raw silk and bananas, all of which show large in- 
creases in the aggregate. Raw wool, which was 
previously dutiable, was put on the free list by the 
present law, and a large part of the increased im- 
ports are represented by that item. Nevertheless 
the price of raw wool to the American producer 
has increased. 

These importations show that our wool manufac- 
turers must be busy turning out a larger quantity 
of finished goods. The duty on sugar was reduced 
and the importations of sugar were largely in- 
creased. It would be tiresome in the extreme and 
would involve a lengthy discussion to go into a 
complete analysis of the export and import figures 
for these months, or for the past year, and to ex- 
plain the causes affecting the movement of each 
item involved. I refrain, therefore, from attempt- 
ing it. 

Enactment of Right Measures Puts Agitation to 

Sleep 

Business interests generally, regardless of poli- 
tics, seem to think that a cessation of legislation 
having in view the regulation of railroad and in- 
dustrial corporations would do much to bring about 
a return of confidence. Do you believe that legisla- 
tion of this sort is responsible for the present busi- 
ness situation, or that a postponement of proposed 
legislation would restore confidence? 

Answer—No; legislation is not responsible for 
the present business situation, nor will a postpone- 
ment of proposed legislation—the anti-trust laws, 
for instance—restore confidence. y 

The lack of such legislation impairs confidence. 
The passage, not postponement, of such legisla- 
tion will establish confidence. So long as the trust 
question remains in the political arena it will be a 
cause for discussion and agitation. Agitation dis- 
turbs confidence. The way to effectively put out 
the fires of agitation is by applying corrective rem- 
edies that square with intelligent public opinion. 
Then confidence will be secured, because the issue 
will be rightly settled. 

The Tariff law and the Currency law prove this. 
There is no disturbing thought now about the tar- 
iff. It is settled, and the manufacturers and busi- 
ness men may do business on a definite basis. The 
currency question is settled, and there is no more 
uncertainty about our financial system. 

Confidence in our financial future is firmly es- 
tablished. It is no longer the subject of debate, 
and so it will be with the trust-question. Enact- 
ment of the right corrective measures now will put 
agitation to sleep and give business the rest it 
craves and can realize only from wise statutes. 


The Income Tax 
Will the income tax rate be increased instead? 
Answer—lI see no present reason for increasing 


the income tax. 
Has the collection of the income tax at the source 
been a success? 
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Answer—Yes, more so than expected. 

Is tt true that complaints of the annoyances 
caused by the present system of collection have been 
so general throughout the country that the Govern- 
ment is considering some other method of making 
the collections ? 

Answer—There has been an apparent attempt 
upon the part of the partisan press to make it 
appear that there has been a great amount of com- 
plaint about collection of the income tax at the 
source and that there is general dissatisfaction 
with this new form of taxation. This is not cor- 
rect. I have made it a point to secure informa- 
tion upon this subject and the reports we get 
from the collectors of internal revenue throughout 
the country show that there have been remarkably 
few complaints and very little grumbling on the 
part of those who pay the tax. The experience of 
the first year of the income tax has proved that 
the legislation is successful. Most people recog- 
nize the justness of this form of taxation. The 
law went into operation twenty-seven days after 
its passage and threw upon the Treasury Depart- 
ment an amount of work almost superhuman in its 
character. The time was so short within which 
to prepare regulations for the collection of the tax 
at the source, and the system was so new, that a 
good deal of confusion and inconvenience resulted 
at first. 

During the coming fiscal year an effort will be 
made to simplify as much as possible the methods 
of collecting this tax. The department is anxious 
to do this, not only for the comfort and conveni- 
ence of those who have to pay it, but in order to 
make the machinery for collecting the tax as effi- 
cient and economical as possible. 


No “Tinkering” with the Tariff 


If the dwindling revenues of the Government con- 
tinue, will the tariff bul be amended or duties in 
certain schedules be increased? 

Answer—The revenues of the Government are 
not dwindling; they are increasing. No amend- 
ment of the tariff schedules will, therefore, be 
necessary. It is a gratifying reflection that it will 
not be necessary to tinker with the tariff and that 
our manufacturers now have a definite basis upon 
which they may do business. The revenues of the 
Government were greater for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1914, than for the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1913. The Treasury is in splendid condition, 
with a net balance in the general fund of more 
than $150,000,000. 


No Bond Issue Likely 


Is it the intention of the Treasury Department 
to put out new issues of Treasury notes and Panama 
bonds in the near future 

Answer—No, there is no present necessity, nor 
do I contemplate any in the near future, for the 
issuance of Treasury notes or Panama Canal 
bonds. There have been expended by the Govern- 
ment out of current revenues on the Panama Canal 
more than $240,000,000. The Secretary has the 
right to reimburse the Treasury for these expen- 
ditures at any time he thinks it advisable through 
the sale of Panama Canal bonds, but, as I said be- 
fore, no such necessity exists. 


We Can Face the Future with Absolute Confidence 


What do you think of the outlook for the future? 
Answer—I think it is splendid, notwithstanding 
the fact that the disaster doctors have been work- 
ing overtime to make the nation sick. They seem 
willing to wreck business and bring suffering upon 
the innocent in order to destroy the Administra- 
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tion, simply because the Administration is destroy- 
ing privilege and re-establishing true democratic 
government. But they haven’t succeeded and they 
won’t succeed. The general business situation is 
inherently sound and our financial position is ex- 
ceptionally strong. The greatest winter wheat 
crop on record is already secured and the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture reports the prospect for other 
crops unusually promising. Our economic situa- 
tion is better and sounder to-day than any other 
nation on the globe. With such foundations, how 
can prosperity be avoided? When I read the hys- 
terical stuff that appears in the opposition press, I 
cannot help recalling Lord Nelson’s famous mes- 
sage to the people of England when they were in 
a state of fright over threatened foreign invasion. 
“This is no time for nervous systems.” We are in 
no danger of a foreign invasion of goods or any- 
thing else to our hurt, and certainly there is no 
excuse at this time for “nervous systems.” We 
can face the future with absolute confidence. 


Brooklyn Hardware Dealers’ Asso- 
clation 

S oor regular monthly meeting of the Brooklyn 

Hardware Dealers’ Association was chiefly de- 
voted to listening to a very intelligent interpreta- 
tion of some of the obscure provisions of the work- 
men’s compensation act which became effective in 
New York state July 1, last. | 

The address, made by Julian Lucas, vice-presi- 
dent of Davis, Borland & Co., New York City, was 
closely followed and the _ resultant discussion 
brought answers to forty or fifty questions asked 
by members. 

Mr. Lucas is recognized as an expert in com- 
pensation insurance, has appeared before the As- 
sembly three or four times, and had been called 
in consultation regarding the subject by Governor 
Glynn. 

According to Mr. Lucas, the part of the law cov- 
ering hardware interests is embraced in section 10, 
devoted to longshoremen, curious as that may be. 

He said it was never intended to cover long- 
shoremen, but as that section relates to the move- 
ment of and handling of merchandise, the authori- 
ties have finally concluded that such matters affect- 
ing the hardware trade belong there. 

Originally the law was not designed to cover 
every conceivable phase of injury to employees, but 
it seems to have broadened in scope as now under- 
stood.

Opposition to Appointments to Fed- 


eral Reserve Board 


WASHINGTON, July 12, 1914. 


SOMEWHAT unusual situation with respect 

A to Presidential appointments prevails in the 
Senate, where a strenuous opposition is be- 

ing maintained to the confirmation of Paul M. War- 
burg of New York and Thomas D. Jones of Chi- 
cago to be members of the Federal Reserve Board. 

The opposition is based upon the alleged connec- 
tions of both gentlemen in question with big busi- 
ness enterprises—Mr. Jones with the International 
Harvester Company and Mr. Warburg with the 
banking corporation of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 

President Wilson defends the connections in both 
instances as having been entirely proper, and in- 
sists that the nominations be confirmed. 

Senator Hitchcock, democrat of Nebraska, the 
acting chairman of the Banking and Currency Com- 
mittee, is heading the revolt against Mr. Wilson’s 
appointees, and thus far has a majority of the com- 
mittee supporting his stand. 

The difficulty in the Warburg case is the refusal 
of the New York banker to appear before the com- 
mittee and submit to an investigation into his busi- 
ness conduct and connections. Senator Hitchcock 
and the members of the Senate Banking Committee 
insist that the nomination will be held up until Mr. 
Warburg decides to make the trip to the Capitol. 

Mr. Jones appeared before the committee during 
the week with the result that his nomination was 
unfavorably reported to the Senate by a vote of 
7 to 4. The President has already appealed to his 
supporters in the “Upper House” to overturn this 
unfavorable report. 

It is hard to believe, however, that the differences 
of opinion betweeen the White House and the Sen- 
ate about the confirmation of Messrs. Warburg and 
Jones will broaden to the extent of a serious breach. 


Both sides will very likely discover in time that the 
controversy should be settled on the merits rather 
than upon the technicalities of the cases involved. 
In this event, it is believed, both gentlemen will, 
ultimately, be confirmed. 

Three of the five appointive members of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board have been confirmed by the Sen- 
ate. These are Charles S. Hamlin of Massachu- 
setts, for a term of two years; W. P. G. Harding 
of Alabama, for a term of eight years, and A. C. 
Miller of California, for a term of ten years. 


These three, with the Secretary of the Treasury 
and the Comptroller of the Currency, constituting a 
quorum of the board of seven, can begin the work, 
at any time, of putting the new banking system 
into operation. The Administration, it is under- 
stood, however, prefers to wait until the full board 
is constituted before inaugurating the new fiscal 
system. 

As a result of the controversy over the personnel 
of the new banking board the pending anti-trust 
legislation is being still further delayed, with final 
action upon the several proposed bills yet far in 
the future. 


WO amendments have beeen added to the Fed- 

eral Trade Commission bill which is now the 

unfinished business before the Senate. The added 
paragraphs provide: 

“That no order of the proposed trade commission 
for or against a corporation shall be used as evi- 
dence in any subsequent prosecution against such 
corporation under the Sherman law. 

“That nothing in the Act to create the trade com- 
mission shall be construed as amending the Sher- 
man Act, nor in any way affecting the provisions of 
that Act as it stands on the statute books.”

b hee Senate Judiciary Committee yesterday af- 
ternoon tentatively agreed upon two important 
changes in the Clayton Bill. 

It was decided to recommend the striking from 
that measure of the much discussed clause, con- 
tained in section 2, which seeks to prohibit any per- 
son engaged in commerce from discriminating in 
price between different purchasers of commodities 
in the same or different sections or communities. 

Another clause stricken out was that enabling 
strike pickets to station themselves “at or near” the 
scene of the strike, a clause which, in the opinion 
of the committee, gave the pickets the right to go 
upon the personal property of the employers. 


ONSIDERABLE sentiment in favor of consoli- 

dating the three anti-trust bills is developing 

in the Senate, and some Senators express the opin- 

ion that this might be done when the other two 

measures—the Clayton Bill and the railroad securi- 
ties bill—reach the floor for final consideration.

The official delegates, which included notable rep- 
resentatives from over seventy commercial bodies 
in the United States, from coast to coast, and 
Canada to the Gulf, are to have a copy. Others in- 
terested may obtain the work, of about 500 pages, 
by addressing the association at the headquarters 
in New York City.

No. 2 (2 cols. x 12 in.). Here’s a snappy sale 
ad which comes to us from the Weaver Hardware 
Company, Rochester, N. Y. Every Weaver sale ad 
carries a different thought in the lead talk. These 
paragraphs are real contributions to selling litera- 
ture: they say something and they mean something, 
and the reader of the Weaver ad is not slow to find 
this out either. Read over the top paragraph in 
this ad and try to put the thought more concisely or 
more forcibly. These lead talks are just what are 
needed in a series of sale ads. They lend more 
weight to the sale figures and remove the doubt that 
is ofttimes felt by the reader as he peruses a sale 
offering. Another point which adds greatly to the 
effectiveness of this ad is the clean, clear-cut illus- 
trations made use of. They show the goods and 
help the text materially in conveying the right im- 
pression. In lookin over the ad, note the sugges- 
tive quality of the text especially evidenced in the 
flashlight panel, the automatic drink-fountain panel 
and in the vacuum sweeper panel. The firm signa- 
ture cut of the Weaver Hardware Company, by the 
way, is about as neat a signature cut as we have 
seen. 

A Store Paper Worth Looking Over

THE BOLL WEEVIL: 

The Boll Weevil sas caused a 
panic in all communities he has vis- 
ited. Farmers, merchants and bank- 
ers have become panic stricken and 
demoralized. Numbers of the farm- 
ers have lost the savings of a life 
time, sold their farms for a song 
and moved away. -Lands that have 
produced from a half to a bale of 
cotton to the acre, after being at- 
tacked by the boll weevil would not 
yield more than a bale to 15 or 20 
acres. 

The Boll Weevil means destruc- 
tion and ruin to the farmers of this 
section, just as it has te all others, 
if we do not prepare to meet this 
terrible pest to the cotton crop. 

Of course we will still make some 
cotton at a profit, regardiess of the 
Boll Weevil, if we pursue the me 
thods adopted by the already infect- 
ed districts. We are informed that 
by early planting fast and contia- 
uous cultivation; by picking up and 
burning the equares and small bolle 
a fairly good crop can sometimes be 
made. So we will continue to raise 
cotton in spite of the weevil. But 
the man who doesn't believe he is 
up against a hard proposition wil! 
realize he has been in a fight be- 
fore he gets through with it. 

Diversifying our crops and inten- 
sive cultivation is the only hope for 
us. . The corn, oat and hay crop, 
will however be unprofitable crops 
unless there be an established mar- 
ket for these products.. 

We gave our opinion, In the April 
issue of the Gamble Hardware & 
Furniture News, of the solution of 





this problem. We have heard from 
several of our friends who are in 
favor of our suggestion that a per- 
manent market be established in 
the towns to handle anything that 
is raised on the farm. 

An established market for milk, 
butter, eggs, chickens, vegetables, 
corn, oats and hay would make the 
farmer independent of the cotton 
crop and would provide a means of 
securing ready money to meet his 
demands at any and all times of the 
year. - 

When our farmers begin to raise 
more corn, oats and hay they will 
naturally turn-to raising more stock 
Stock raising in the South should 
be extremely profitable as steck can 
live on the pasture practically all 
the year and on account of our mild 
and short winters we do not have 
to build and maintain expensive 
barns and sheds to protect them 
from the cold winter DdDiasts. We 
have every advantage if the farm- 
ers and business men will get to 
gether and determine to prepare to 
fight the Boll Weevil before the 
reaches us. “There's no use to try 
to run after the Devil's got you.”

Billings & Spencer Company Buys 
Columbia Motor Works 


To Billings & Spencer Company has purchased 
the former automobile factory of the Colum- 
bia Motor Works, in Hartford, Conn., to greatly 
increase its present large plant in that city, for 
the manufacture of tools. Immediate possession 
will be taken, but the process of moving will be 
carried on gradually, so as to interfere with pro- 
duction and deliveries as little as possible. 

The company will increase its lines of wrenches 
and small tools, together with its drop forgings of 
larger size, and also enlarge the working force of 
600 employes by at least a third. 

C. E. Billings and C. M. Spencer were the pioneer 
drop forgers in Hartford in 1868. The Billings &

and often ships them in carload lots. It also con- 
ducts a large business in heavy drop forgings and 
has a big market in Detroit and the Middle West 
in automobile forgings, turning out from 10,000 
to 12,000 tons of steel forgings annually.

Obituary 


JOHN STILLMAN WARDWELL died at his home in 
Utica, N. Y. He was the head of the Wardwell Hard- 
ware Company as its president.

HILE jobbing and retail houses are experiencing 

the usual midsummer dullness the steel trade is 

enjoying a very fair measure of activity. There is no 

increase in buying this month as compared with June, 

but there is a continuance of the heavier movement 

which June showed as compared with May. Buying is 

particularly active in tubular goods, while structural 

shapes, plates, merchant bars and sheets are fairly 

active. Rails are quiet, except for the 100,000 tons be- 

ing taken by the Pennsylvania Railroad. This order 

was announced a week ago, and the formal allotment 

is now being made. Tin plate and wire products are 
seasonably quiet. 

Steel mills are operating this month at between 60 
and 65 per cent. of capacity, and in very few cases have 
any mills or departments of mills been closed for re- 
pairs. A month ago it was expected there would be 
some extensive closings this month and the fact that 
the mills continue to run fully as well as in June is a 
reflection of the better buying of the past few weeks. 

WrirE Naits.—Demand for nails is seasonably light. 
Orders are being placed with mills only for quick de- 
livery, to meet immediate necessities. The mills regard 
present prices as very low and assert that they would 
not be willing to book contracts ahead at the present 
level. The real demand for nails is expected to begin 
about. August 1, when the southern market usually 
opens up. 


We quote wire nails as follows: in carload lots, $1.50 to 
$1.55, f.o.b. Pittsburgh, freight added to point of delivery. 
Jobbers charge the usual advances over these prices for 
small lots from store. 


Cut NaiLts.—Demand is light, but is not far below 
what is usually experienced at this time of year. Con- 
tracts have been well cleaned up and the buying is from 
hand to mouth, with prices fairly steady. 


We quote nails at $1.60 to $1.65 per keg in carload and 
larger lots to jobbers; carloads to retailers, 1. 65, f.0.b. Pitts- 
burgh, terms 60 days, or 2 per cent. off for cash in 10 days, 
freight added to point of delivery. 


BARB WIRE.—While there is reason to expect an ex- 
cellent demand for barb wire in the fall, because of the 
unusually good crop prospects, the mills are running 
light and are not accumulating stocks to any extent.

A few of the mills, however, 
are short of specifications and are making an active 
canvass for new orders, with indifferent results. Since 
the settlement of the Amalgamated Association wage 
scale most of the mills affected have resumed opera- 
tions. Only a small proportion of the total number of 
mills, however, are operated on a union basis. About 85 
per cent. of the total number of tin mills are now in 
operation, but the output per mill is somewhat reduced 
on account of hot weather.

STANDARD PIPE.—Bookings in steel pipe continue at 
the better rate established in June, and buyers are in- 
sistent on quick delivery against orders placed, indi- 
cating that their stocks are light. Mills regard the 
present buying as due entirely to immediate require- 
ments, and expect a further increase in buying any 
time jobbers conclude to replenish their stocks. A very 
good volume of line pipe business has been done in the 
past few weeks, and mills expect further large orders in 
the near future, for laying before winter. Discounts 
on iron and steel pipe are well held. 
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IRON AND STEEL Bars.—A few of the smaller agricul- 
tural implement makers have closed contracts for steel 
bars against the manufacturing season which will be- 
gin next month, but the major part of the implement 
tonnage is still to be placed. The buyers would proba- 
bly close readily if they were named the present prompt 
price to extend over the twelvemonth, but the mills are 
all asking an advance for the later deliveries. Speci- 
fications for bars have improved somewhat, but bands 
and hoops are very quiet.

drastic in their criticisms of the present adminis- 
tration and most pessimistic in their predictions as to 
the business outlook are now admitting that prospects 
are more favorable. In the face of such circumstances 


it is not strange that the publications which have en- 
deavored to eliminate the political situation in their re- 
ports of business conditions are showing a decided 
leaning toward the optimistic side. 

It cannot be denied that a marked improvement is 


apparent in business circles through the central west. 
Orders have not shown any marked increase in size but 
are being received with sufficient frequency to denote a 
strong undertone of confidence. 

The crop situation is probably the principal reason 
for such feeling. The retailer realizes that good crops 
mean purchases by the farmers, and with his stocks 
held at very low levels it is not surprising that a ten- 
dency may now be seen to round out stocks. The pres- 
ent low level of prices is without doubt an additional 
factor in producing orders. 

The railroad situation shows steady improvement. 
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More purchasing of equipment is being done at the 
present than at any time during this year. Such a 
buying movement, though conducted on a comparatively 
small scale, is certain to help the general situation. 
Just at this time farmers are busy harvesting and 
retail sales are small. Collections have shown some im- 
provement though they can hardly be classed as normal. 


WIRE NaILs.—Plants are operating to about 70 per 
cent. of their capacity. Specifications on contracts are 
said to be practically normal for the season. Repre- 
sentatives do not make any predictions regarding an 
early advance though they admit that any change in 
price would without doubt be upward. Other sources of 
information seem to feel that an advance of $1 a ton 
is likely to be announced at any time. 


We quote as follows: Carloads to jobbers, $1.68 base; car- 
loads to retailers, $1.73 base; less than carloads to retailers,

HERE is still uncertainty in business channels, 

with, however, a leaning toward optimism, based 

on favorable reports, which are increasing, notwith- 

standing that the volume of new demand is still rela- 
tively light. 

There are signs of a quickening in metal products 
which augur well. There are even instances where 
mills have curtailed the usual mid-summer shut-downs 
for inventory and repairs. 

Naturally the changes will be soonest made in raw 
and semi-finished materials. Buyers always cover 
themselves quickest in the heavy lines which are most 
susceptible to change, the more highly finished articles 
of higher proportionate cost being chiefly labor. 

Buyers and salesmen in some staple products, who 
have submitted inquiries or orders for deliveries in Sep- 
tember, have been held down to a much shorter period. 
Manufacturers do not propose to fill their order books 
unduly with orders for any unnecessary time ahead. 
They will welcome all the business available carrying 
shipping specifications for the immediate future, but 
with prospects of higher raw material and possible 
labor advances they do not want to mortgage the future 
over much. The best business of the year is expected 
to come this fall. 

There was a loss of 4.5 per cent. in gross earnings 
of railroads for June. Bank clearings for the latest 
week were 17.7 per cent. beyond the comparable period 
a year ago. 

June building expeditures at 122 cities totalled $71,- 
573,386. This is less by 3.3 per cent. than last May, 
and of 2.2 per cent. from June, 1913, with 66 out of 122 
cities showing increases. For the six months in 1914 the 
expenditures are reported as $419,686,534, a decline of 
8.7 per cent. from last year, corresponding time, and an 
aggregate approximating that of January to June, in- 
clusive, in 1911. 

The Government estimates in terms of bushels, for 
the five chief grains, i.e.: corn, wheat, oats, barley and 
rye, are 5,256,000,000 bushels, or 15 per cent. greater 
than in 1913, but a decrease of 274,000,000 bushels from 
1912, which was a record year in these cereals. The 
great crop of wheat this year, a high priced grain, will, 
however, lift the money value total considerably. 

WIRE NAILS.—Conditions in this line remain about as 
they have been for several weeks. Jobbers report occa- 
sional inquiries for carloads coming in and store bus- 
iness continues fair. Not much is expected at this sea- 
son of the year, however, owing to inventory and the 
usual cleaning up and repair work. 

Wire nails, out of store, are quoted on the basis of $1.85 
per keg. 

Cut Naits.—The cut nail factories are quite gener- 
ally closed down for inventory and repairs and will 
probably remain so until after the middle of July. 
There is a better demand for export which has sprung 
up lately, with more inquiries than usual.

WINDow GLAss.—The trade in this locality is experi- 
encing the usual summer dulness, and ordinarily but 
little business would be expected at present anyhow. 
Some days there is a little spurt and merchants think 
trade has picked up a bit, but it soon sags off again. 
There is more hopefulness, however, as to business pros- 
pects in the fall. 

Stocks at factories are comparatively light and mak- 
ers do not expect to have much on hand, if any worth 
speaking of, when new fires are started, say the middle 
of October or November 1. 

Window glass is nominally on the same basis as hereto- 
fore, viz., 90-20 per cent., on single thick, and 90-25 per cent., 
discount on double thick, from jobbers’ lists. 

LINSEED O1IL.—The market for flaxseed firmed up re- 
cently %c. per bushel, possibly on the crop figures, or 
it may have been the result of a day’s trading. The 
decreased flax acreage, according to the late Govern- 
ment report, the first so far this season, is 15.9 per 
cent., the popular estimate having been 20 per cent. 
The good growing condition of the crop to date is con- 
sidered sufficiently better, however, compared with July 
a year ago, to indicate about the same total yield as 
harvested last fall. 

Linseed oil, raw, city brands, card prices, is nominally 
the same, namely, 54c., in lots of 5 or more bblis., and 55c. 
per gal., on less than 5 bblis., but little oil is sold at these 
figures, which are shaded in actual transactions. 

State and Western oil is quoted at 52c. by one large 
crusher, while others name 5lc. per gal., in carload lots. 
Less than carloads, the price is 52c. per gal. 

RopPe.—Some of the manufacturers speak of a little 
better business in rope and a slight improvement gen- 
erally, yet nothing to brag about. Nevertheless, even a 
moderate gain is welcome. The winter months’ business 
was very poor, followed by some betterment in April, 
May and June, which months were fairly good. The 
tone is also reasonably satisfactory for July so far. 


Current prices for Manila rope, to fair retail trade are: 
First grade, 12c.: second grade, lic., and hardware grade, 
9c. per Ib., all based on % in. diameter and larger. 


COPPER AND TIN.—Sheet copper is unchanged at the 
basis of 19c. per lb., made several weeks ago. There 
has been a slight improvement, but hardly worth re- 
ferring to. Raw copper has advanced slightly, but it 
is believed to be manipulation rather than a substantial 
demand. Whether buyers come in at the advance re- 
mains to be seen. 


Tin has advanced about 2%c. per lb. in the past two or 
three weeks, with more or less buying. 


NAVAL StTorEsS.—Changes have been few in naval 
stores, the business being very moderate, jobbers and 
manufacturers confining themselves to supplying only 
their actual wants. 

Spot turpentine in yard is held at 49 to 49%¢c. per gal. 

Rosins are steady, although there was a moderately 
easier tendency in some of the lower grades, without, 
however, actual changes in quotations. 


Common to good strained is in light supply and based on 
280 Ib. per bbl. in yard, ranges at from $4.10 to $4.20 per 


bbl., and-D ‘grade, $4.35.

OME encouragement may be derived from the June 
record of bank clearings in Pacific coast cities, 
which are on the whole substantially ahead of last year, 
as well as of the previous month. The local record is 
$211,915,976, against $198,854,627 for June, 1913. 
Building permits show some curtailment, though a num- 
ber of large contracts have been closed in the last week. 
The hardware trade for the week has been subject to 
holiday influence, business in most lines being very 
quiet. In the retail stores the demand for sporting 
goods, boating and automobile accessories has been ac- 
celerated, and there is considerable business in camp 
outfits. A good deal of business is being figured in 
building hardware, but large orders are coming through 
slowly; while in housefurnishings and the general line 
of shelf goods the usual stagnation of the vacation sea- 
son prevails. 
Distributive trade through the country shows little 


change. Curtailment is noted in some localities, but in 
many quarters there is still an active demand for har- 
vesting equipment of various kinds. Retailers through- 
out the country see abundant confirmation of their 
hopes for the future, and look for considerable expan- 
sion within the next few months, while collections are 
already coming in more freely in many quarters. The 
requirements of outside development work are grad- 
ually increasing, and more business is coming from the 
mining districts, which promise to be more active than 
for several years. 

There has been no perceptible change in policy as re- 
gards purchases. Retailers, despite their confidence, 
are relying largely on the jobbers to meet their require- 
ments at short notice. Wholesalers are placing some 
orders for future requirements, but are feeling their 
way with great caution, and are not looking farther 
ahead than is practically necessary. While prices are 
undeniably low, they are unwilling to fill up their ware- 
houses until there is more evidence of an upward move- 
ment. 





A Protest Against Criticism of the 


Wilson Administration 


TENNESSEE hardware merchant has sent the 
following letter for publication in HARDWARE 
AGE. It is a copy of a communication addressed 
by him to a manufacturer’s agent located in New 
York City. The latter had stated in his market 
report that the prevailing business conditions were 
largely due to the unrest created by the policies of 
the Wilson administration. The first paragraph in 
the letter is from the market report. 

“It seems so unfortunate that our President 
should believe that our business men are trying 
artificially to create business depression, or. that he 
should resent their expressing any opinions they 
might see fit. We are firmly convinced that con- 
tinued legislation against business is unwise and 
unnecessary.” 

“There is the truth in a nutshell. You are satis- 
fied it is ‘unwise and unnecessary.’ You people 
in New York think the whole country ought to 
think as you think. We say it is necessary. The 
party in power has been promising to regulate the 
trusts for years, and that is exactly what the trusts 
want you business men to do, write letters, send 
telegrams, and print long editorials, ‘adjourn Con- 
gress, let’s go home and digest the laws already 
made,’ and if it were done, as you want it, the 
‘Great Man on Horseback, Teddy the First, the 
Great Explorer,’ would come along and say, ‘You 
cowards, you promised to regulate the trusts, you 
were afraid,’ and every mother’s son of you who 
wants legislation stopped at this time would join 
with him crying, ‘Cowards, the fact is as we see it.’ 
Mr. Wilson has the courage of his convictions, and 
wants to carry out his party’s long time promised 
pledges, and in order to do so from the agitation 
the business men have made, has called the ‘Robber 
Barons,’ and ‘Great Financial Free Booters Hands,’ 
and told them to their teeth, that they had tried and 
are trying to make depression and scuttle his ad- 
ministration. The country is in an unrest, we ad- 
mit. We believe and absolutely know it is as the 
President has said, ‘Psychological entirely, if every 
factory and every business interest had said and 
stuck to it... Now, Mr. Wilson, you have the Con- 


gress, go ahead and legislate as your party has 
promised to do for so long. You have given us a 
Tariff Bill, a Currency Bill, they are both good, we 
are going to give them a fair trial. Now let’s see 
you go after trust legislation. .We say, if the busi- 
ness interests so-called had done this, there would 
have been no depression at this time. You also 
‘keep harping’ on what the Interstate Commerce 
Commission ought to do and ought to have done 
long ago for the Eastern railroads. Suppose they 
don’t do it. Do you think the country is going to 
the ‘bow wows’? After the disclosure of the New 
Haven investigation, it would be hard to make the 
common people all over this country believe that all 
they really need is to squeeze the water out of their 
stock. Now, we advise you all to let up on the Presi- 
dent and his advisors. Practise the ‘Golden Rule’ 
and see if the country won’t feel better by it. You 
must remember that the business people so called 
are not all the people in this great country, and no 
one knows this better than Mr. Wilson and his 
great Secretary of State, Mr. Bryan.”

Death of James Roderick Loder

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James Roderick Loder, who died July 3

He was born in Belvidere, N. J., June 30, 1853, 
and was the son of James Loder.

He became president of the company in 1906, 
having been a stockholder in the business for some 
years prior to his election to the presidency. 

Mr. Loder was a man of quiet and correct habits 
and possessed the faculty of winning and retaining 
many friends. His character commanded universal 
respect and he was held in very high esteem by 
those who knew him. He was a devoted son, loving 
husband and affectionate father.

An Example of Loyalty 
By “The Assistant Manager” 


you probably never heard of William Jacks. 
He is a passenger conductor on the Rock 
Island railway. He has been a conductor for 
twenty years, and a trainman since 1881—one of 
those square, solid, rugged, self reliant men who 
has worked hard for every advancement. I met 
him on his train, and we fell to talking of the oppor- 
tunities most people overlooked. I gave him my 
standard threadbare definition of salesmanship, 
which you know is “additional business without 
additional expense,” and he gave me such a good 
practical example from his own experience that I 
want to pass it on. 

Jacks and his wife were going over to Kansas 
City for a little vacation, and to use his words, “I 
was pointing out some good corn fields that were 
wild woods when I first came to work for the road. 
A lady seated opposite me overheard the conversa- 
tion and introduced herself to us saying that her 
brothers were big cattle feeders, and that they 
shipped lots of corn from Texas and Missouri, and 
that they were trying to find a place closer to home 
where they could buy a few cars of corn. She 
thought I might know where. I took her brother’s 
address, and a few days later sent him the names 
of three grain dealers in Iowa. In my letter I said 
that if the information I gave was of any value to 
him I was amply repaid. I said further that if he 
bought corn I hoped he would ship over the Rock 
Island, as indirectly that would help me. In about 
two weeks I had a reply, and he said he had already 
bought three cars of corn from one of the dealers 
I had mentioned, and that it all came Rock Island.” 

This is an incident that never came to the notice 
of the freight department of the Rock Island. Jacks 
is too modest to advertise himself, but he is a 
splendid living example of loyalty, and his act is a 
good example of how any man can build more busi- 
ness without raising his overhead a cent.

PATTERN FOR A PIPE CAP 


Instructions for Protecting Chimney Stacks, Etc., from Rain 


By A. F. MUELLER 
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Pattern for a pipe cap 


HIS is a plain pipe cap that is used to ex- 
fi clude rain from chimney stacks, vent pipes, 
etc. It is usually made of the same weight 
of material as the sheet metal stack and may be 
directly riveted to it. However the better way is 
to make a collar so that the cap can be adjusted in 
position to permit the guy wires to pull in straight 
lines from the stack instead of pulling in a direc- 
tion that will have a tendency to twist or turn the 
stack around, as is frequently the case when inde- 
pendent guy wire lugs are used. ,Fig. 1 is a view 
of the cap that presents this feature and it will be 
seen that this method requires less time and mate- 
rial than when the legs are fastened directly to 
the stack and separate lugs attached. 

Fig. 2 shows two styles of legs, in which the 
one at the left is generally used for large caps and 
the style at the right for small caps and such caps 
as are used on some cheap types of ventilators. 
For the latter three legs are enough, while for the 
former they are spaced 8 or 10 inches apart. 

The proportions of a cap have. not been stand- 
ardized but they are usually made so that the diam- 
eter of the hood is twice the diameter of the pipe 
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to which it is connected. The distance that the 
hood is above the collar is generally % or %4 the 
diameter of the pipe and is shown by B—C. 

Draw a half elevation of the cap as in Fig. 2 and 
with A—1 as radius, describe a circle as 1—a’— 
11—13—15. With the same radius and B as cen- 
ter describe an arc as at 1’. Set off on the circle, 
six times the distance 1—1’ and draw lines from 
1 and 1 to A’ and then will 1—12—14—1 be the 
net pattern for the hood. The riveting lap is added 
to one edge only so that there will not be a small 
opening at the apex as would be the case if the 
lap was added to both edges. Through the center 
of the lap draw a line and locate thereon the rivet 
holes as b, c, d, e. On the other edge draw a line 
parallel to it and a distance away equal to half of 
the lap. With A’ as center, radially project to this 
line, as shown by the dotted arcs, the distances 
that the rivet holes are from the apex, as at 0’, 
c’, d’, c’, and then when the seam is riveted, the 
lap will occupy the position shown by the dotted 
cart A. T, @, 3 
' To locate the rivet holes for the legs, space the 
edge of the pattern 1—13—1 into twice the number 
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of spaces as there are legs and from every other 
point draw lines to the apex at A’, as 11—A’, 13— 
A’, etc. Transfer to these lines from A’ the distances 
that the rivet holes 8 and 9 are from the apex A 
in the half elevation as 8’, 8”, 8°, etc. The holes 
for a straight leg are located in the same manner 
and are shown by 10’, 10”, 10°. Excepting in heavy 
work it is usually not necessary to have more than 
one rivet at 8—9. : 

In Fig. 5 is the pattern for the bent leg with 
stretchout taken from Fig. 2. A piece of material 
with size and strength adapted to the cap at hand 
has a line drawn through the middle and on this 
line the stretchout is laid off. Here are also located 
the holes for the rivets both for the hood and the 
collar and a hole of larger size for the guy wire. 
The various points are all numbered and lettered 
so that there should be no trouble in laying out 
the pattern. The material for the straight legs is 
usually the same as that in the hood or pipe and 
is hemmed or double hemmed with the hemmed side 
to the outside. 

Fig. 4 is a part pattern for the collar. The stack 
pipe is of a certain size and to get a snug fit for 
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the collar, it is rolled to shape in the formers and 
then drawn tightly around the pipe and marked. 
The collar is straightened and the exact circum- 
ference can then be obtained. Draw a line at one 
end of the collar as o—s which will be the net line 
for this end and measuring from this line set off 
the circumference just obtained and provide at the 
other end a lap similar to o—t—wu—s. Set off on 
the net lines, from o the rivet holes p, q and r. 
Space the circumference into as many spaces as 
there are legs and bisect one of these spaces. Be- 
ginning at o set off this half space and then con- 
tinue setting off whole spaces, which will produce 
another half space at the other end of the stretch- 
out and from the points draw lines across the pat- 
tern at right angles to the long side, as from 5’, 5”, 
etc. Measuring in each case from the same edge, 
transfer the distances 5—m, 5—n to the perpen- 
diculars as at m’, m”, n’, n”, etc., and these points 
will locate the rivet holes for the legs in the col- 
lar. 

The legs should not be placed on a seam and the 
method above will locate the seam in the middle of 
a space. 





A Stove Display on Wheels 


i Ree problem of display space as regards the 
range and stove line has been solved by 
Selfridge and Horan, Niles, Mich., by the use of 
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Display of ranges and stoves on casters in the store of 
Selfridge and Horan 


stove casters, replacing the board platforms which 
are used in many stores. 

The building which this firm occupies is 22 feet 
wide, shelved on both sides. Counters are on the 
side devoted to hardware while an open aisle is 
used in the part given over to housefurnishings, 
the customers having easy access to the shelving. 

Through the center of the store the line of heat- 
ers is placed, with the ranges just behind them. 
Heaters are demonstrated from the main aisle 
while the ranges are shown from the aisle behind 
the heaters. It is customary in most stores to place 
the ranges and heaters back to back on a platform 
which runs through the center of the store. This 


necessitates placing the back of one of the lines 
toward that part of the store which is most fre- 
quented by customers. With the arrangement 
described above both stoves and ranges front the 
center of the store and three aisles are used instead 
of two. 

Another advantage of using the stove casters is 
that the goods can be readily shifted about and the 
whole of a stove or range shown to a customer in- 
stead of only the front.

Hardware Dealers Will Be the Ultimate Retail Distributors of Automo- 


ELOW are reprinted extracts 
from a leading editorial en- 
titled “Who Will Be the Ultimate 
Retail Distributors of Automobile 
Accessories?” published in the 
Automobile Trade Journal for July. 
These paragraphs sum up the main 
reasons given by the Journal, why 
garagemen, repairmen and automo- 
bile dealers should attempt to coun- 
teract the extensive movement 
among hardware dealers to handle 
automobile accessories and _ sup- 
plies: 

“We cannot comprehend the atti- 
tude of indifference which the auto- 
mobile dealers and garage men of 
the larger cities display toward the 
handling and sale of the multitude 
of automobile accessories which are 
now being sold generally to the rap- 
idly growing army of automobile 
owners. This attitude is not alto- 
gether confined to the larger cities. 
In some of the smaller towns the 
garageman and the automobile 
dealer or agent do not seem to think 
that it is worth while to handle 
automobile accessories, or if they do 
handle them, it is in a half-hearted 
way. 

+ ¥* ¥* * * * 

“The dealer and garageman is al- 
lowing this lucrative business to 
slip out of his hands and into the 
hands of the hardware dealer, gen- 
eral store and mail order houses, 
and in the larger cities to special 
supply dealers. There is no ques- 
tion but that the automobile dealer 
or garageman is in a much better 
position to sell automobile acces- 
sories than the hardware or general 
store, provided his location is cen- 
tral.” 

* * * * * * 

To controvert the above argu- 
ment, HARDWARE AGE presents the 
following reasons why garagemen, 
repairmen and automobile dealers 
are not destined to become the ul- 


bile Accessories 


timate retail distributors of auto- 
mobile accessories and supplies: 


Garagemen Are More Strictly Me- 
chanics Than Merchants 


The attitude and indifference of 
automobile dealers, garagemen and 
repairmen in the larger cities and 
towns, toward handling automobile 
accessories may be summed up in 
the following reasons: 

First of all to be considered in 
this argument is the fact that the 
average of these tradesmen, as ex- 
clusive garagemen and repairmen, 
are specialists in just one branch 
of the automobile business. They 
are trained to take care of cars and 
keep them “tuned up” and in work- 
ing order. They have not suitably 
arranged display spaces wherein to 
show the goods to an advantage. 
Their places of business are very 
seldom located in the heart of the 
retail merchandising section of a 
city or town. They are mechanics 
and their natural inclination does 
not trend toward mercantile pur- 
suits. These reasons are given on 
a fair and plausible basis upon 
which to show why garagemen and 
repairmen are of their own voli- 
tion eliminated as retail dealers in 
automobile accessories. 

The Garageman Has His Limit in 
Supplies 

The limit of the garageman is in 
a line of supplies: lubricating oil, 
grease, waste, sponges, chamois 
skins, nuts, bolts, cotter pins, bat- 
teries and other necessities that are 
in every-day use to keep the car in 
running order, and most of these 
he has not been in the habit of re- 
tailing in a general way, excepting 
his patrons who store their cars in 
his garage. 

If every or every other garage- 
man or repairman embarked into 
the retailing of automobile acces- 
sories and suvnlies, there soon 
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would exist a chaotic condition in 
the retailing of automobile acces- 
sories and supplies, which would 
make the line a drug on the mar- 
ket. Prices would be demoralized 
by their inability to move their 
stock quickly, simply because they 
lack that “push” of selling ability 
which the regular selling organiza- 
tions of hardware stores have. 
The garagemen and repairmen 
are conscious of the consequences 
of such a condition and therefore 
have elected to leave the handling 
of the line to hardware dealers and 
exclusive automobile accessory and 
supply houses. The garagemen and 
repairmen are specialists as me- 
chanics and are giving their undi- 
vided attention to their trade. 


Livery Stable Men Do Not Handle 
Horse and Carriage Equipment 


In most instances where garage- 
men have undertaken the retailing 
of automobile accessories and sup- 
plies, they have been so annoyed by 
chauffeurs. demanding a commis- 
sion, that they have given up the 
line in disgust. The chauffeurs are 
the logical buyers of accessories 
and supplies from garagemen; their 
employers delegate them to do such 
buying from garages, and many 
owners in the past have taken the 
recommendations of their chauf- 
feurs, upon buying this or that ac- 
cessory. On the other hand, if the 
line is properly displayed in hard- — 
ware stores, the business man car 
owner who has been accustomed to 
buying hardware and _ household 
utilities there, will be delighted to 
realize that he can combine his pur- 
chasing of articles in the two lines 
from his hardware merchant. He 
will then come into close contact 
with the attractive and practical 
accessories and be convinced to buy 
the necessary accessories strictly 
upon their merits, and the chauf-

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feur will have his day of “graft- 
ing” ended. 

A parallel case in point is the 
following comparison: Has the liv- 
ery stableman ever attempted to re- 
tail harness and whips or supplies 
for buggies and carriages? He has 
not; he has left this line to hard- 
ware dealers and saddlery stores. 

The regular dealer in automo- 
biles never did pay any attention to 
making a part of his business sell- 
ing accessories. He has never 
made a practice of retailing sup- 
plies to automobile owners outside 
of his garage, for various good rea- 
sons. 

The dealer in automobiles main- 
tains strictly a sales room, wherein 
he displays his cars; there are very 
few instances where he has suffi- 
cient space for the proper display 
of accessories and supplies. In sell- 
ing new cars, nearly all of which 
come fully equipped, he cannot 
jeopardize his chances of sales by 
suggesting to his customers to add 
this and that accessory and there- 
by contradict one of his most con- 
vincing selling arguments—that 
the car is delivered to the pur- 


chaser fully equipped. The auto- 
mobile dealer recommending pur- 
chases of accessories would surely 
conflict with his more profitable 
sales of cars; therefore, he has 
sensibly sidestepped from selling 
accessories for the very good rea- 
son that he cannot afford to mix 
two separate branches of the busi- 
ness and thereby be inconsistent. 
It is true that most all dealers 
have to sell old cars as second-hand, 
and that to readily sell them by im- 
proving their appearance’ they 
might, in some instances, as for ex- 
ample, add new accessories upon 
the order of the customer, and, on 
the other hand they have a good 
reason for not doing this without 
an explicit understanding from the 
purchaser. While such a move for 
the improvement of the second- 
hand car would seem fair to the 
customer, most dealers have de- 
cided that to add new accessories, 
more particularly a new set of 
lamps, the average customer would 
not appreciate the added value and 
would insist that he pay second- 
hand prices for a new set of lamps, 
storage batteries and even a new 
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top. Therefore, nearly all automo- 
bile dealers unload second-hand 
cars as having been put into first- 
class mechanical condition. They 
have left the buying of new acces- 
sories to the purchaser, who should 
know what additional expense for 
accessories he cares to incur. 

The distribution of automobile 
accessories and supplies through 
the hardware trade is no longer an 
experiment, nor even a question for 
debate. This business belongs to 
the hardwareman as naturally as 
does the demand for’tools, sporting 
goods, bicycles and kindred sun- 
dries, because it readily merges 
with them. It affords a splendid 
channel for the development of a 
demand for the thousand and one 
other mechanical articles for sale 
in a hardware store. The adoption 
of the accessory line by hardware 
dealers means the establishment of 
the goods upon a very satisfactory 
and businesslike basis. Hardware 
dealers will be the ultimate retail 
distributors of automobile acces- 
sories, and this ultimatum carries 
with it the expression that they are 
at last “coming into their own.” 


FARMERS AND MOTOR CARS AND THEIR TRADE 
WITH HARDWARE MERCHANTS 


|B je peers the past five vears, the 
farmers of the country have 
been the largest purchasers of 
motor cars. They have been buy- 
ing each year over 60 per cent. of 
the motor cars manufactured in 
this country, and this sudden cor- 
version to the motor car is in great 
contrast to their former attitude 
toward this modern vehicle. Ten 
years ago the farmers throughout 
the country districts were antagon- 
istic toward motor cars and the 
people who drove and rode in them. 
Then it was a common occurrence 
for motorists to encounter hostile 
farmers who went so far as to 
shoot at the tires of the motor 
vehicle; they also showed a dispo- 
sition to “hog” the roads by keep- 
ing in the center and not obliging 
the drivers of the much faster 
vehicle by drawing their teams to 
one side, in order that the motor- 
driven vehicles could proceed. 

For years, up until about five 
years ago, it was quite noticeable 
that the farmers had been prac- 
ticing close economy. In recent 
years a great awakening has over- 
taken the farmers in a number of 
states, particularly in the prairie 
farm states, and in this dawning 
of a new and more prosperous era 
farmers have developed into very 


good buyers. The many things 
they had deprived themselves for 
years, they are now buying, and 
motor cars have appealed to them 
for use both in. pleasure and their 
business. 7 

Some of the most thriving hard- 
ware stores are located in towns 
and cities surrounded by prosper- 
ous farming country. The farmers 
are accustomed to frequently visit 
when in town the hardware store, 
where so many things necessary 
for use on the farm are purchased. 
Now, that so many farmers own 
and operate motor cars and sta- 
tionary gasoline engines, they 
would be more naturally inclined 
to continue that trade with the 
hardware merchants and in this in- 
stance of a demand for a new line 
from the hardware merchants, it is 
real business for the hardware 
dealers to accommodate their old- 
line customers, by carrying a stock 
of the most necessary motor car 
accessories and supplies. To-day 
the farmers are the most enthusi- 
astic motorists of the country. 
Their environment of country life, 
where distances have to be over- 
come, almost makes it a necessity 
for them to use motor cars and 
motor trucks. 

When the farmer needs motor 
car supplies he wants them close at 





hand where he can quickly get 
them. The use of the car becomes 
such a necessity to the farmer 
owner that he cannot afford to 
have it laid up for one or more 
days, waiting on supplies or ac- 
cessories to come from some dis- 
tant point. Hardware merchants 
doing business in farming com- 
munities where motor cars and 
stationary gasoline engines are 
used should take on this line and 
cultivate a trade that is growing 
more extensive each year. Some 
times it is too late to get in on the 
“ground floor” with a new line, 
after competitors have made in- 
roads in to the “cream of the busi- 
ness.” 

There is probably no other phase 
of this proposition of motor car 
accessories and supplies in hard- 
ware stores, than the one as it 
closely relates the hardware mer- 
chants to farmers owning motor 
cars. Rich harvests will soon be 
reaped; farmers will then have 
money to spare for extras, and 
most likely the overhauling of their 
cars will receive their attention. 

When the motor car first came 
into practical use, most motorists 
stored their cars during the late 
fall and throughout the winter 
months. Now, with the perfect,
